SCIENCE HUNT 
FOR KILLER 


Weapon Is Traced to 
Building Debris.

The section of pipe with which Miss | 
Jennie Meta Constance, Northwestern 
university summer student, was killed 
in Evanston last Tuesday had been a 
part of a railing on a building which 
is being wrecked at Foster street and 
the elevated tracks, a block and a half 
west of the scene of the killing. 

This was disclosed last night by 
Chief of Police William O. Freeman, 
in charge of the investigation. 
chief expressed disappointment over’ 
the finding. 

“We had hoped that through this 
clew wé could discover the identity of 
the slayer, or at least pin down the 
Suspects to a definite area or occupa- 
tion,” he said. ‘‘But it seems that |

MR. HOOVER’S ACCEPTANCE. 


As with all his deliberate public utterances, the 
acceptance speech of Mr. Hoover will impress the 
public with its solidity of thought. It is the 
utterance of an engineer, a builder, an executive, 
@ man who thinks carefully and who expresses 


' his thought most naturally in action rather than 


in words. It disdains, or at any rate lacks, rhetor- 
ical ornament or those devices with which the 
orator decorates and enforces his appeal. 

_And yet it is a speech that reveals political } 
good judgment, dealing tactfully with contro- 


_ versial issues and offering a minimum surface to 


criticism, 


It is the speech of an éxceptionally able man 
who approaches the tremendous responsibility he 
seeks upon an unusually firm foundation of 
thought and experienre in large accomplishment 
and with an unusual scope of view. It appeals 
neither to the superficial] emotions nor the sub- 
currents of prejudice and passion by which a less 
responsible political ambition would try to win the 
voter’s favor. It is a serious appeal to the high 
minded consideration of public questions and both 
as to spirit and matter cannot fail in the main to 


jmpress favorably the! thinking public regardless 


of partisan affiliation, although there will be dif- 
ference and disagreement even within the ranks 
of Mr. Hoover’s own party. 


All of the speech will be given consideration 
in public discussion during the campaign. In 
THE TRIBUNE’s opinion the most important sub 
jects before the nation discussed by Mr. Hoover 
are prohibition and its enforcement, agricultural 
relief, immigration policy, inland waterway devel- 
opment, foreign policy, and national defense. 

As to prohibition and its enforcement, Mr. 
Hoover reiterates in effect the statement he made 
in response to Senator Borah's interrogation of 
Republican nomination. 
He does not favor the repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment and pledges efficient enforcement of the 
laws enacted thereunder. He contedes that com- 
mon sense compels us to realize that grave abuses 
have occurred and must be remedied, a wise 
method of correction being derived from an or- 
ganized searching investigation of fact and causes. 


‘But he declares that modification of enforcement 


laws which would permit that which the consti- 
tution forbids is ‘nullification, which the American 
people will not countenance, 


This statement upon prohibition is, of course, 
radically unsatisfactory to the large body of 
Americans which either on grounds of prin¢tiple or 
of public expediency or both is opposed to prohibi- 
tion and its present method of enforcement. Mr. 
Hoover is doubtless justified by the limits of his 
address in not discussing the profound issues 


which the 18th amendment raises, iasues of con- |~- 


stitutional law, issues of political science, issues 
of moral law. He goes, at least for this occasion, 
perhaps as far as he could be expected in putting 
himself unequivocally upon record as opposed to 
the repeal of the 18th amendment, giving it a 
blessing as a “great social and economic experi- 
ment.” But in respect to its enforcement Mr. 
Hoover is confronted with the fact, first, that 
the American people, contrary to his assertion, 
@o countenance nullification, and, second, that 
the logic of his position will require of him not 
only enforcement of the 18th amendment but that 
of the i4th also. Nullification not only is 
effectuated as to the 14th amendment but also as 
to section 2 of article 1 providing for apportion- 
ment of representation. It is worthy also of consid- 
eration that nullification of these fundamental pro 
visions of our constitutional system is not only 
condoned but enforced by the very elements of 
the nation which are the most vociferous protes- 
tants against nullification of the 18th amendment. 
This nullification obstructs fair reconsideration of 
prohibition and the methods of dry enforcement. 
Mr. Hoover's statement on prohibition and its 


enforcement does not reach its basic issues or 
effer much hope of a practicable solution of our 


present deplorable predicament. 


Also, we would say candidly while we real- 


ite Mr. Hoover cannot with good grace criticize the 
administration of which he was a part, his refer- 
@nce to gravd abuses in prohibition enforcement 
would be more satisfacte-y if it were accompanied 
by an unequivocal pledge at least to correct the 
Outrageous and criminal abuses of the Volstead 
enforcement division of the treasury department. 

As to farm relief, Mr. Hoover's central pro- 
posal is that of the Republican platform—namely: 
for a federal farm board of representative farm- 
ers clothed with authority and resources not only 
t® aid farm codperation and pools and to assist 
generally in the solution of farm problems but 
to, build up with federal finance farm 
owned and farmer controlled stabilization corpora- 
tions which will protect the farmer from the 
depressions and demoralizations of seasonal gluts 
and periodical surpluses. This seems to us to go 
considerably farther than the platform, or at the 
jeast is a most liberal interpretation of the plat- 
form for the attainment of the objects sought by 
organized agriculture opinion. We should expect 
$t to be highly satisfactory and reassuring to all | 


} 


farmer leaders and farmers save a minority of 
advocates of special schemes. 

As to immigration, we regret to find Mr. 
Hoover favoring the repeal of the present law, 
which is in our opinion a formidable protection 
of the American standafd of living and of the 
harmonious evolution of the American nationality. 
It would be wiser to shut off all immigration than 


- 


of exclusion, On that question we shall have « 
good deal more to say than can be summarised 
in this comment upon Mr. Hoover's speech. 

Mr. Hoover's discussion of inland waterway é¢ 
velopment takes him into a field of statesmanship 
in which he is particularly at home, and where 
his experience and special powefs give assurance 
of great accomplishment. Mf, Hoover reminds 
us that “every drop which ruhé to the sea with- 
out yielding ite full economic service is a waste,” 
and we know of no man in our public life who is 
more likely to establish this maxim as an active 
principle of national policy if given sufficient op- 
portunity. The interest of every American in re 
ducing this huge waste and of realizing the vast 
possibilities of waterway development for the in- 
crease of the nation’s wealth hardly needs state 
ment, and Mr, Hoover's survey of the subject in 
all its phases—navigation, power, irrigation, flood 
control—while within the narrow limits of @ com- 
prehensive address on public questions it is but 
an outline, is a reminder of his unusual grasp 


"lof the whole subject and his exceptional equip- 


ment for dealing with it practically and effec 
tively. It is difficult to overestimate the benefits 
which wotlld flow to all the American people 
from a masterly development of our inland water- 
way possibilities. There are, on the other hand, 
possibilities of huge public waste and public cor 
ruption if this great national opportunity is ex- 
ploited without clear thinking, disinterestedness, 
and firm resistance to private greed and political 
or bureaucratic ambition. But as to these dangers, 
we believe, Mr. Hoover may safely be assumed 
to be awake, and as President would be on guard. 
In the broad field of our foreign policy Mr. 
Hoover’s reference is to the at this time most 
prominent phase, that of the maintenance of peace, 
which he defines truly as the primary object of our 
foreign policy. But on this topic he very wisely 
emphasizes the doctrine, announced by Washington 
at the beginning of our national life, that, in Mr. 
Hoover's phrase, we must not ohly be just, we must 
be respected. Accordingly, while asserting the 
need- for building up good will by wise and sympa- 
thetic handling of international relations, he points 
the necessity of preparedness for defense, Fairly 
interpreted, we take this as a pledge that, as 
President, Mr. Hoover will not only endeavor 
practically to cultivate good relations with other 
nations but that he will not in his seal for diplo 
matic accomplishment forget that a primary duty 
of the American government—one of the main 
ebjects for which it was established ‘as explicitly 
declared—is to provide for the common defense. 
If this passage of his acceptance is to be taken 
as having meanifg, it should assure from Mr. 
Hoover, if elected, insistence upon adequate pro- 
vision for our naval and military establishments 
and for their progressive development. 

Mr. Hoover doubtless will expand his discussion 
of the important national responsibilities touched 
upon in his survey. In the meantime, his address 
of acceptance offers substantial matter for the 
thoughtful and patriotic consideration of the 
nation. 


Bspecially worth the American péople’s ponder- 
ing is Mr. Hoover’s reminder that we have en- 
tered upon an epoch of tremendous development, 
great though our past progress has. been, and that 
‘as our problems grow so do our temptations grow 
to venture away from those principles upon which 
our republic was founded and upon which it has 
gtown to greatness.” We shall certainly depart 
from them—we have, in fact, in some serious in- 
stances departed from them—if we follow a policy 
of impromptu action, without consideration of 
fundamental American principles, of eventual 
consequences, or of the interrelation of our na- 
tional problems and interests. In legislation and 
in administration it is only too easy to adopt 
means plausible for immediate results but delusive 
and demofalizing in ultimate effects. It is easy 
to fritter away the liberties through which we 
have progressed and to create gradually a machine 
@#hich becomes out master instead of our servant. 
This is the grave danger at the heart of the vast 
opportunity of development before us.

There were plenty of spectator’, 
though, for ceremonies loom large in 
the life of these loWland folk, and 
today’s gathering ended two weeks of 
celebration which will probably not 
be repeated here during the lifetime 
of any of thern. 


Queen Is Absent. 


Designed to be a repetition of the 
opening day, when the athletes pa- 
raded into the Olympic fields, today’s 
conclusion, with only a handful of 
participants, seemed a listless affair. 

Prince Consort Henry was there, 
but the queen was absent due to this 
being the Sabbath. | 

Count de Baillet Latour pronounced 
the games officially over in a little 
speech filled with praise and approval 
for the Dutch organizers, the royal 
family and the city fathers of An- 
sterdam. 

“I proclaim the ninth Olympic 
games over and convoke the youth 
of all countries to assembic four years 
hence at Los Angeles to celebrate 
the tenth.”’ he said. 

Will Accept a Free Ride. 

It might be said that the youth 
of the world, especially of Europe, 
will be glad to be convoked at Les 
Angeles if Californian butter and egg 
men come through with the dough 
to take them there. Otherwise the 
1932 Olympics are liable to be an all- 
American affair. 

In fact, the Los Angeles boosters 
actually assured the foreign athletes 
here that their great city would hire 
a boat to transport them all fme of 
charge to sunny California. 

Chicago will’ have to do the same 
thing at the world’s fair games if it 
wants a European athlete to shake a 
hoof along the lake front, they chide, 
and no doubt this is true.

Coals for Cooking Purposes 


BY BOB BECKER. 


make a cooking fire. If you apply the 
thick slabs of fuel to a small fire 
just getting under way, you may 
smother it. So it’s a good idea to 
give the blaze a roaring start by fir- 
ing with an easy burning fuel which 
will ignite the hemlock bark in short 


Dry spruce is excellent for this pur- 
pose. So is fat pine. Cedar also will 
do the trick. We are using spruce 
up here because it is handy. Alone 
it isn’t a knockout as a fuel for a 
cooking fire because it burns with a 
rush, gives off an intense heat and 
then fades.into nothing. ut this 
kind of firewood is just what you want 
to handle the hemlock bark. 


_ How Bob Builds Fire. 

Here is the way we build up our 
cooking fire before’ the bark is added. 
First, three pieces of fat pine, cedar 
or spruce shaved down until the thin 
shavings stick out like feathers. These 
form the tinder. Around this tripod 


we stack spruce which has been split. 


into smal] sticks, always leaving plen-
